Enunciation and pronunciation must be clear as the 
chorus sings descriptive music and the words may suggest something to the audience that 
they cannot find in the music alone. The words sometimes help one to feel the text of the 
music, so to speak. 


This club was organized early in the first quarter and has accomplished some interest- 
ing and satisfactory results. The chorus has sung before several organizations and per- 
formed in a few places such as the Hotel Touraine, The Knights of Columbus, The Rotary 
Club and others, and was always received very enthusiastically.
